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TnE PROPOSALS which are in circulation, together with the Advertiſe. 
ment, have, it is hoped, ſtated with ſufficient clearneſs the pretenſions of 
the propoſed Work to public encouragement. It was not intended to 
have made any additrons to thoſe remarks ; hut circumſtances have oc- 
curred ſince the delivery of the Propoſals, which render it incumbent 
on T. HoLLOwAx to convince the PATRONS of the ArTS5, that he was 
aſtuated in the commencement of this undertaking by its importance 
to the Public, as well as a regard to his, own reputation and emolu- 
ment; and that the circumſtances under which he engaged in it were 
ſuch, as to give him the means, if he but poſſeſs the ability, to ſatisfy 
the A. expectations of his Subſcribers. 5 | 

It is well known that the Royal Poſſeffors of theſe chef d'ceuvres. of 
RaPHAEL, as much the national treaſure as the ornament of the palace, 
have ever felt a laudable delicacy , in granting permiſſion to take copies, 
let Artiſts, allured by the popularity of the ſubject and the proſpect of 
gain, might be tempted to ſend haſty and inaccurate performances into 
the world, to the injury of the great maſter's well-earned reputation. 
Conſonant with this feeling was the invitation of Doki Nx, the firſt 
Engraver of his age; to England, and the charge with which he was 
excluſively entruſted. From that period to the preſent, the doors of 
the palace have been ſhut to all Engravers. | 5 a 

Under theſe circumſtances, the diffuſion of taſte in this country, not 
to mention the ſcarcity of DoRIGN 's Work, ſeemed to demand the 
multiplication of theſe intereſting and ſublime compoſitions in the on! 
acceſſible. form, that of Engravings. The means which preſented them- 
ſelves of - accompliſhing this end were three: the republication of 
Dokrtcny ; new prints from the copies by THORNHILL, or thoſe in 
the poſleſſion of the DKE or DoRsET; or new prints from the Or- 
GINALS themſelves at WinDsSOR. To the two firſt of theſe modes this 
inſuperable objection muſt lie, that even ſuppofing DoRIGNX or THORN- 
HILL to have made as faithful a tranſcript as the moſt zealons admirers of 
RAPHAEL. could expect, feebleneſs and inaccuracy of execution mutt al- 
ways pervade the copy of a copy; nor could a renewal of Doricyy's 
plates by even a ſuperior. Artiſt pretend to a degree of eſtimation equal 
to that in which his own are held. But the compariſon of DoRIGN x 
with the Or1GINALs, which the preſent Engraver has had occaſion to 
make, renders it neeeſſary to ſtate this fact; that whether we look to 
RaPHAEL as-to a painter'of ſcientific principle'or of ſublime imagination, 
we ſhall equally be miſled by conſulting Doz1GNY's. work, which falls far 
mort of what it ought to be, both as to correctneſs of drawing and 
fidelity of ſentiment and expreſſion. Any Artift or Connoiſſeur, who 
may feel ſufficiently intereſted in the ſubject, is invited to examine for 
bimſelf the truth of this ſtatement, which, as affecting the reputation 
of a predeceſſor, would- not have been hazarded but after a courſe of 
«tteative ſtudy and laborious inveſtigation. 
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The only methed therefore which remained was, to obtain the liberty 
of making Drawings from the Originals. This permiffion has been 
granted to T. HoLLOway, for the firſt time ſince DokiGNr ; and the 
mode in which he intends to expreſs his ſenſe of the honour conferreq 
on him, is not by confounding the provinces of the Copyitt and the 
Inventor, but, by confining himſelf to the humbler, through more ſcientific 
taſk, of introducing every line and mark of his O&1G1NAL in juſt propor- 
tions, on principles, and by methods, :iyhich require no explanation to
